The duty of the seetion was to echeck.on all persons who 
were Suspected of working in any way against the totalitarian regime and to 
check on political dissenters and persons who were suspected of intending te 
escape to the West, The section also conducted searches and investigations of 
homes when it was suspacted that firearms were Stored there, The section was 
directly responsible to the Bn C0,
